The ratio of Democratic gain 
has been about 23 to a precinct for 
nearly 500 precincts. The Repub¬ 
licans will have a safe working 
majority in both houses.

Favorable Outlook. 

The value of the exports of do¬ 
mestic merchandise last August 
was $79,490,264. Wheat was the 
greatest factor in the increased 
total shipments. There is good 
reason to suppose,that this increase 
in exports, while it may not be kept 
up to the August limit, will be 
found in every month through thg 
fall and winter. But little more 
wheat has been exported the past 
quarter than was sent out the cor¬ 
responding quarter of the year 
1892-3, whereas the shortage abroad 
is said to be a hundred million 
bushels greater. This indicates a 
demand of 245,000,000 bushels of 
wheat at home.' The most favora¬ 
ble estimate of our crop for 1897 is 
590,000,000 bushels. From this it 
appears there will be a demand for ; 
all our wheat at good prices and 
the out-look for the price of corn is 
excellent for those who have it to 
sell. The farmers are to get the 
lion’s share of the profits arising 
from this condition of things, for 
the price went up while they re¬ 
tained possession of their crops. 
Nor are these the only avenues of 
increased crop profits. The people 
of this country are to be better con¬ 
sumers the coming year than they 
were last. They have work and 
wages now,where they didn’t under 
the old order of things.

A Mean Tricl^ on the Farmers. 

The farmers around Chicago are 
just recovering from a clever ruse 
worked on them Dy a wealthy to¬ 
mato cauner last week, if a certain 
commission man can be believed. 
The state ot affairs that led to their 
discomfiture was like this: 

Tomatoes have not been bringing 
a fancy price, and a few days ago 
the farmers were surprised when 
the'tomato canner sent several of 
his agents over to the Randolph 
street market and on South Water 
street to buy tomatoes. They paid 
as high as 70 cents a bushel, a price 
which filled the farmers with joy. 
There were not very maoy toma¬ 
toes to be had that day, and all of 
them wqre soon brought up by the 
agents of the wealthy canner. 
The market was all excitement, i 
and here and there little knots of 
farmer’s gathered to discuss the 
wonderful advance in the price of 
tomatoes. 

That night the good news went 
around from farm to farm, and the 
consequence .was that in the morn¬ 
ing every farmer who came to the 
market had nothing but tomatoes. 
South Water and Market streets 
were flooded with them. Then the 
farmers began to realize what it 
meant, and they found it cheaper 
to dispose of .their produce to the 
tomato canner at 10 cents a bushel 
than to drive back home with 
them. They are just beginning to 
realize that they have been played 
for “suckers,” and are declaring 
vengeance on the tomato buyer.—
